It is posted because the ramifications from 
administering the lesson, exemplified that it was a high interest, multicultural, vocabulary, discourse, and comprehension 
builder lesson, coupled with effective grammar modalities. Above all, the lesson was crafted to address the linguistic needs of 
ESL students with limited vocabulary and grasp of English concepts. The mistakes made are usually not those of a native 
speaker of English, but of someone experiencing a great deal of interference from another language system. Consequently, the 
lesson was modified to meet the needs of ESL students at varying levels. The instructional strategies are focused on dealing 
with another language interference as opposed to native English remediation. 
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
